1 PAGLIACCI 


After the Prologue, the curtain rises on the arrival of the 
travelling players. Canio their leader announces the play for 
eleven p.m. Men in the crowd invite the players to the tavern 
and laugh when Canio pushes Tonio away from Nedda. Canio 
says that though he laughs at Tonio in the play, he would not 
laugh if Tonio really tried to make love to Nedda. Nedda and 
Tonio remain behind when the others leave. Nedda sees 
some birds overhead and envies their freedom. Tonio admires 
her song but she laughs scornfully at him. He tries to kiss 
her and she strikes him. Tonio vows revenge. 


Nedda is in love with Silvio who lives in the village. Silvio 
finds her still upset because of Tonio, and asks her to go 
away with him. She hesitates but insists she loves him. Tonio 
hearing this conversation goes for Canio. Silvio and Nedda 
finally plan to leave that night. Canio has arrived in time to 
hear the end of this, and pursues Silvio but loses him. He 
demands to know his name. Nedda refuses and Canio 
threatens her. Tonio promises to watch her. Then he beats 
the drum for the show. Left alone, Canio despairs but 
reminds himself that he is a clown and must go on laughing 
(Vesti la giubba). 

The villagers gather for the play. Silvio whispers to Nedda 
that he will be waiting and she warns him to take care. The 
play begins. Colombina (Nedda) is waiting for her lover 
Arlecchino (Beppe). Her husband Pagliacci (Canio) will 
not be home until late. Taddeo (Tonio) is in love with 
Colombina but she pays no attention and signals for her 
lover. Tonio warns them that Canio is returning. He finds the 
table set for two. Tonio says the other place was for him. 
The audience laugh. Canio forgets he is playing a part and 
demands her lover’s name. She refuses. Canio stabs her and 
she calls out to Silvio. Silvio rushes up and Canio stabs him 
too. Turning to the audience he says: “La commedia é 
finita". 





MUSIC HATH MISCHIEF 


John and Kate, happily married for ten years, are celebrating 
their wedding anniversary and going through presents they 
have received. Some of the gifts are startling. The postman 
arrives with another gift—a music box which mysteriously 
plays as if it had an intelligence of its own. 


The arrival of the music box is the beginning of a series of 
disasters. They learn of these by telephone or in telegrams 
delivered by the postman. They are financially ruined; John 
loses his job; they are disinherited. Their son is reported 
missing. The music box comments on these events and they 
begin to suspect its malevolent influence. A newspaper 
report, announcing the theft from a museum of a similar box 
with a curse attached to it, confirms their fears. They throw 
the box out of the window and apparently it hits someone. 
Prepared for the worst, they await the police with a charge of 
manslaughter or murder. 


Suddenly everything begins to go right again and they assume 
the disappearance of the box is responsible. But the box had 
hit the postman who now appears with it under his arm. They 
are terrified. 


The postman turns out to be the God of Fortune amusing him- 
self with human destiny. In a final trio the characters 
comment on human frailty and superstition, and wish the 
audience luck in the fickle hands of Fortune.
